REAPPEARED IN PRISON UNDER PEN OR RESURFACED ELSEWHERE IN 
ARGENTINA OR ABROAD. MOST LOGICAL CONCLUSION IS THAT 
I*HEY ARE DEAD, UNLESS SOME MIGHT BE HELD IN SECRET 
?AC;LITIES. THE PEOPLE WHO DISAPPEARED IN THE LAST FEW 
4EEKS , FOR EXAMPLE, COULD BE IN THE LATTER CATEGORY, 
ALTHOUGH HARGU INDEGUY' S STATEMENT THAT HE KNOWS WHERE 
PHEY ARE AND FOR WHAT CHARGES THEY ARE BEING HELD TENDS 
TO LEND CREDENCE TO THE REPORT THEY MAY RESURFACE SOON 
[N LEGAL DETENTION. THERE IS ALSO SOME EVIDENCE TO SUGGEST 
[HAT SOME EARLIER 1979 AND 1978 DISAPPEAREDS ARE IN 
SECRET FACILITIES (SEE BELOW) . WE HAVE NO INFORMATION 
fflICH WOULD CONFLICT WITH YOUR 

JUDGMENT THAT THE LIKELIHOOD OF THERE BEING SIGNIFICANT 
JUMBERS OF CLANDESTINE PRISONERS IS SMALL AND THAT IF 
HERE ARE ANY THEY WOULD NUMBER IN THE HUNDREDS AT THE 
10ST. WE ALSO RECOGNIZE THE DIFFICULTIES IN ACQUIRING 
[ARD INFORMATION ON A SUBJECT OF THIS NATURE. HOWEVER, 

HE FOLLOWING QUESTIONS HAVE OCCURRED TO US ON WHICH 
IE WOULD APPRECIATE YOUR ASSISTANCE AND ANALYSIS
